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SHOT BY A PRIEST. 


_A BISHOP FALLS UNDER MURDER- 


OUS FIRE. 


(Phe Cathedral in Makrid Made the Scene of a Bloody 
Tragedy—A Disappoiated Priest Shoots the 
Bishop Down as he Ascends the Steps 
The Crowd Becomes ~— Furious. 


Maprip, April 18.—This morning, while 
ihe bishop of Madrid Swas ascending the steps 
leadipg to the entrance of the cathedral, he 
was shot with a revolver by a priest standing 
at the top of the steps, the ball entering his 
abdomen. This was followed by another shot 
from the same source, which wounded the 
pishop in the side, whereupon the wounded 
man fej] on the steps. ‘ihe priest then de- 
scended the steps, and fired still another shot, 
which took effect in the bishop’s thigh. The 
priest was then seized, putting a stop to his 
murdeicus work, and his victim was borne in 
an unconscious condition to a private cham- 
ber in the cathedral, where the last sacra- 
ments for the dying was administered to him. 
Being palm Sunday the cathedral was {more 
than usvally crowded by worshippers, and 
when the fearful work of the priest was real- 
ized. afurious mob followed the carriage in 
which he was conveyed to prison by the gen- 
darmes, wiliose presence alone prevented 
lynching of the would-be murderer. The mo- 
tive for the crime was revenge. 

The priest who shét the bishop had fruit- 
lessly applied to the bishop to be reinstated. 
Queen Christiana bas inquired as to the bish- 
op’s condition. The pope has telegeaphed his 
blessing.

Dur.ury, April 18.—Ata meeting of tenant 
farmers at Kildysart today, the land purchase 
bill was denounced as simply a measure for 
the relief of the landlords. It was declared that 
the farmers got -their holding on 
the basis of four years rental their position 
would be very little improved, as they are 
without the necessary capital with which to 
obtain a start. A resolution was adopted ask- 
ing the Parnellite members of parliament to 
oppose the bill. 

Four hundred tenants-of Earl Bessborough’s 
Kilkenny estate held a meeting today to con- 
sider the Earl’s offer of a reduction from ten 
totweuty per cent in rents. The tenants had 
asked for a reduction of thirty-three per cent. 
At today’s meeting 235 of the tenants voted

An Austrian Quarantine. 

Vienna, April 18.—The government has 
ordered a week’s quarantine against arrivals 
at the Austrian Adriatic ports from Brindisi. 

The town of Stry, in Galicia has been al- 
most entirely destroyed by fire. The number 
of “houses burned was about six hundred. 
Many persons were killed. The inhabitants 
are destitute. 

A bigh wind was blowing, and the fire star- 
ted in several parts of the town abont the same 
time. Many inhabitants were killed by fall- 
ing walls and steples. One hundred persons 
were killed in ore street. The town hall, the 
railway station and the telegraph office were 
dcstroved. A large number of wounded. 
were extricated lrom the mines, and sent to 
Jamber., a distance of forty-two miles, where 
the hospitals are crowded with  suiferers. 
Jiurdiccds of persons are missing. 


At the Foot of the Heights. 

Atsiwns, April 18.—The general command- 
ing the Greek troops cn Searkos heights. 
which commandsthe plain of Larissa, was 
svmmeoned by the Turkish general today to 
withdraw from that stronghold. The Greek 
general flatiy refused to withdraw. The 
Jurkish force, consisting: of 7,000 men and 
several batteries, thereupon advanced to the 
foot of the heights. 


The Cholera in Italy. 
Romr. April 18.—The sanitary board admits 
that the Asiatic cholera has’ broken out at 
srindisi. and has ordered all arrivals at other 
Adriatic perts from Brindisi to be quarantined 
one week. 


Won’t Recognize Him, 

Lonpox, April 18.—The Germen govern- 
ment has refused to recognize. the German 
explorer Reichard, who claims to have ac- 
quired territory around Lake Tanganyika 
equal to baif the area of Germany.

Train Hands Beaten. 


Curcaco, Il., April 18.—Late last night the 
Lakeshore officials attempted to take outa 
freight train from their yards. A rush was 
made for the engine, and before any protec- 
tion could be offered the engineer and fireman 
were dragged from their posts, Lach was 
viven a terrible beating before being allowed 
to escape. 

First Vice-President Smith, General Mana- 
ger Dunhaw, and Superintendents [oreacre 
and Britton. of the Baltimore and Ohio road, 
held a consultation today with a committee 
of the ctriking switchmen, and an arrange- 
ment was made whereby the freight blockade 
on that road will end tomorrow morning. The 
strikers modified-their demand, that the eight 
men be discharged, into a request that they 
be transfered to some other point, the eight 
men referred to announcing their willingness 
to be transfered. The company agreed to the 
settlement of the difficulties on this basis. 

At a well attended meeting of the Lake Shore 
strikers to-night, a circular was-ordered isuued 
denying that the Switchmen’s Benevolent as- 
sociation was in any way responsible for the 
strike. A committee of thirty members, com- 
pored wholly of strikers, was appointed to 
guard the three principal points where 
a mob, should one gather, would be most 
likely to do injury to the company’s property. 
While they disclaim any intention to create 
disturbance the strikers are determined to 
prevent the moving of freight trains.

BUSINESS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


—_—— > 
its Vast Amount Interfering With Important 
Legislation. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The calendar of the 
house has grown to such proportions that the 
more important committees are becoming 
alarmed at thé waning chances for action upon 
their preferred measures, and are about to 
make efforts to secure the assignment of en- 
tire days for their consideration. Several mo- 
tions will be made tomorrow to suspend the 
rules and pass the bill to regulate the promo- 
tion of graduates of the military academy, aad 
the bill to make parcels and light merchandise 
mailable asspecial delivery matter. The river 
ands» harbor bill comes up as unfinished 
business Tuesday, and will occupy the 
attention of the house perhaps two 
days. ' It will be followed by the diplomatic 
appropriation bill. The public land commit- 
tee may, under the newly conferred power, 
call up during the week, one or more forfeit- 
ure bills. A number of bills changing judicial 
districts will be called up by tue judiciary com- 
mittee for action Saturday, It is probable the 
house wil! adopt an order setting aside Tues- 
day night instead of Fridays as at present, for 
the consideration of private pension bills. 

The contest for the “right of way” in the 
senate waxes warm. It is the intention of 
Senators Edmunds and Morgan to ask that the 
doors be kept closed the coming week until 
the mysteries of the foreign relations commis- 
sion shall be disposed of. Senator Callom, 
purposes to insist upon the continuous discus- 
sion of the inter-state commerce bill until that 
measure is voted upon. Senator Blair promis- 
es to keep up his fight for his general pension 
bill, his arbitration bill and his two or three 
hundred private pension bills. Senator Sew- 
ell, if heis not appalled by the pressure 
in favor of other measures, will 
plead for consideration of the Fitzjohn Porter 
bill: then Senator Riddleberger threatens to 
make some brief but energetic remarks every 
day upon the absurdity of the secret sessions. 
Senator Van Wyck will no longer suffer the 
bill to tax railway lands to be put off without 
protest. 

Senator Hoar, who concedes precedeace to 
the inter.state commerce bill, will watch for a 
vacant moment to begin the battle in behalf of 
the bankruptcy bill, and the appropriations 
committee will exercise unusual self-restraint 
if it does not bring in one or more of the reg- 
ular appropriation bills, and take the floor in 
virtue of its dominant rights under the gen- 
eral practice of the senate. What will be 
actually accomplished during the week no one 
can tell, 


JONES’S DILEMMA. 


The Florida Absentee Losing His Patren- 
age. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—If Senator Jones, 
of Florida, shonld take it into his head to 
leave Detroit long enough to visit the senate 
before his term expires he will find that he 
has lost some of the patronage attached to his 
position as well as his place on the commerce 
committee. He wovld probably lose his place 
as chairman of the committee on revolution- 
ary claims were it not for the fact that that 
committee never holds a meeting and his 
presence or absence is of no earthly conse- 
Guenee in that respect. The committee, of 
course, has a clerk, who happens to be 
Mr. Jones’s son. It also had a mes- 
senger in the person of Rh, A. Fennell, of Flor- 
ida, who was one of the senator’s appointees. 
Mr. Fennell was borne on the senate payrolls 
asa skilled laborer ata salary of $1,000 a yeur, 
hut seems to have been detailed as a messenger 
tothe revolutionary cliims committee while 
he earned his salary by acting as a doorkeeper 
in one of the visitors’ galleries. Skilled Laborer, 
Messenger, and Acting Doorkeeper Fennell was 
informed by the sergeant-at-arms that his ser- 
viecs were no longer required. Mr. Call, at 
present Florida’s only representative jn the 
senate, offered a resolution, which was 
laid over, directing the sergeant-at-arms to 
rctain Mr. Fenne'! in the service of the sen- 
ate. Mr. Call, it is understood, detects in the 
dismissal of Fennell an attempt by some re- 
publican senator to take advantage of the ab- 
sence of Mr. Jonesto oust Mr. Jones’s demo- 
cratic friend in order to fill his place with a 
republican. Sergeant-at-Arms Canady did not 
desire to give any reason today for the dis- 
nissal of Fennell, but. he stated that another 
man would be appointed to the place thus 
vacated.

PRETTY MISS FOLSOM 


WHO IS a BECOME THE PRESI- 
DENT’S BRIDE. 


The Story of Her First Love—Missing the Lot of a 
Preacher’s Wife to Become Mistress of the 
White House—The Ceremony to Take 
Piace in June at Washingtoa. 


BurraLo, April18.—The statement of the 
Rev. Wm. Cleveland, brother of the president, 
that the latter will marry Miss Frances Fol- 
som, the lovely daughter of the late Oscar 
Folsom, leaves no doubt of the fact that the 
white house wedding willtake place. There 
has been a romantic episode in Miss Folsom’s 
life which is worth narrating, not only on ac- 
ccunt of its interest, but beeause it shows her 
rare good common sense on atrying occasion. 
Miss Folsom’s father was killed in 1875 on 
Grand Island by being thrown from a buggy 
in a runaway accident, She wasat that time 
only eleven years of age, and her first appear- 
ance in public was some four years later. 
Meantime she had been taken by her 
mother to an uncle’s at Ransomrville, 
where Mrs, Folsom. attended to her 
daughter’s preliminary education. This 
step was made necessary by the confused con- 
dition of Uscar Folsom’s affairs which were in 
such an entangled condition at the time of his 
sudden death that Mr. Cleveland, who took 
charge of the affairs, thought Mrs. Folsom and 
her daughter, foratime at least, had better 
discontinue their residence atthe Tift house. 

The appearance of Miss Folsom referred to 
was at the celebrated author’s carnival held in 
1+7? in the Pearl street rink. and which was 
one of the brilliant and resplendent affairs of 
ile kind of which the monde of the city have 
any recollection, Miss Folsom was an attendant 
at the Robert Burns booth, and wore the char- 
acter costume of Highland lassie, with plaid 
dr¢éss, kilt, and all the accessories. Her rare 
beauty and amiability made ber a tremendous 
fayorite with everybody, and in acontest of 
beauty, in which all the belles participated, 
Miss Folsom was a first prize winner. About 
fifteen thousand ballots were cast in this com- 
petition, and the fatherlees beauty had a large 
plurality, her yote nearly equaling that of all 
the other beauties put together. Despite her 
youth and modest, retiring and sensitive dis- 
position, Miss Folsom went more and more in 
society, but did not neglect her studies. She 
was able to pass the regent’s examination 


‘about this time, and spent two years in the 


Central] high school in preparation for the four 
years’ course, which subsequently took in 
Weils college at Aurora, where she was gradu- 
aetd last year, the star in the class. In the 
Central school Miss Folsom did not display 
auy brilliancy of talent, but she possessed a 
remarkable ability to thoroughly imbibe in- 
struction, retaining what she learned, and un- 
derstanding it better than some pupils who 
seemed more bright, but whose attainments 
were more ephemeral. 

It was while she was a student at the ('en- 
tral school that Miss Folsom’s first romance 
occurred. She and her mother were devout 
attendants at the religious services and prayer 
meetings of the Worth Presbyterian church. 
There Frankie, as she was known by her 
friends, became acquainted with Charles 
Townsend, a son of wealthy parents anda 
fascinating gallant, who was, however, impul- 
sive, capriciuus and changeable, both in soci- 
ety and business affairs. Mr. Townsend had 
tricd his talents in. several fields, but 
tired of them rapidly, and seemed never likely 
to settle down permanently inthe sphere of 
life. He was a newspaper reporter, a clerk in 
a drug store, an embryo lawyer, and a railroad 
clerk. Miss Folsom was, as now, a lovely and 
alovable girl, and as she was impressionable 
the attentionsofMr. Townsdend were received 
with pleasing fervor. The Folsoms. re- 
sided in an unpretentious brick homse on 
Niagara street, near Morgan, and there her first 
courtship was held. An engagement soon re- 
sulted. Soon afterwards young Townsend con- 
cluded te study theology, and with that object 
in view, wentto Auburn and attended the I res- 
byterlan seminary there. A banker's daughter 
there, who ‘possessed the same qualities of 
heart, mind and face that Miss Folsom was 
noted for, became acquanted with him, and 
the present belle soon shattered the absent 
idclof the youth's adoration. He finally wrote 
a letter to Frankie, in which he told her, with 
a tinge of sorrow, that he believed he could 
never love heras she deserved to be loved, 
that he thought he hvd proved himself un- 
worihy of her affections, and, in short, that 
sbe had best dismiss him from her mind. 
This wasa trying time for Frankie, but she 
promptly wrote back that she was perfectly 
satisfied, and was rather glad to have him ex- 
press his views so frankly. That was all 
there was of it. This, however, was not the 
good fortune of the Auburn girl to 
whom Mr. Townsend became engaged. He 
came to the conclusion that he was too poor to 
marry, and to!d her in a letter which she re- 
ceived while making arrangements for her 
bridal clothes. Theetlect on her was the op- 
posite of what it had been on Miss Folsom,and 
her father, who took the letter from her hand 
before she had recovered from her fainting 
spel), could hardly be restrained trom inflict- 
ing corporal punishment on the manwho had 
trifled with her affections. Trankie’s first 
lover is now the Rev. Charles Townsend, a 
popular elergyman of Lansingburgh, who is 
married to an estimable lady and is doing good 
work in the field in which he finally chose to 
spend his life. 

The Rev. Mr. Townsend isa brother of Mr. 
E; Corning Townsend, the lawver of this city, 
and their sister is the wife of Assistant United 
States District Attorney Wellington. The 
mother and a younger daughter have been vis- 
iting Mr. Wellington in Troy, and it is alleged 
that Mrs. Townsend is the lady who received 
the letter from Miss Folsom annnoucing her 
engagement to the president. Despite the 
clergymen’s action inthe past Miss Folsom’s 
relations with the Townsends' continue 
to be intimate and pleasant, and Mrs. 
Townsend regards her with motherly atfec- 
tion, which was strongly tried by the dis- 
appointment she felt when her son did not 
make Frankie his wife. Mr. E. Corning Town- 
send isauthority for the statement that the 
letter exists, and he says positively that he 
has seen it. 

The wedding, it was said, would be of the 
most quiet character possible, and it was to 
be solemnized in the whitehouse in June, 
There will not be a dozen persons present, 
aud, if it is possible, the time of its occurrence 
will be kept secret until after the ceremouy. 
Miss Foisom is modest, retiring and sensitive, 
and her wishes are that therc shal! be no dis- 
play. 

About a year ago some newspapers priuted 
a poor picture of Miss Folsom which so dis- 
pleased her that she employed a detective to 
fix the responsibility for its appearance, but 
after considerable effort it was found to he 
impossible to trace the source of the publica- 
ticn. Her intention was to prosecute the 
originator of what she termed an outrage 
both civilly and criminally if it was possible.

DECIDED BY LOT. 


A Curious Separation of Husvand and 
Wife, 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 1%.—Mrs. Sarah G. 
Bevillard, of Oneida, has begun suit for annul- 
ment of her marriage with Edward Philbert 
Bevillard, whose present place of residence is 
unknown. Mr. Bevillard came to Oneida two 
years ago from the south of France and repre- 
sented himself as of royal extraction. Mrs. 
Bevillard is the daughter of George Hodge, 
whose home was in the town of Augusta, and 
who was one of the largest landholders 
in Oneida county. Upon his death Mrs. 
Hedge moved to Oneida with her family. 
Miss Sarah, being the possessor of ample 
meé€ans in her own right, prefered to live away 
irom her mother, while stiil preserving the 
friendliest relations with her. She is a pretty 
bionde and very ladylike in her manners, but 
plucky enough to drive her own spirited 
Lerses. Her acquaintance with Bevi!lard be- 
gan last fall,the young Frenchman at ouce 
fallinga victim to her charms. On January 
21 she accompanied him to this city and was 
privately married to him. The couple took 
the bext train back to Oneida. Mrs. Bevil- 
lard refused to live with her new-made hus- 
band or torecognize his marital rights in any 
way. The fact of the marriage was kept 
strictly secret until Bevilliard, angered at his 
wile’s persistent refusal to acknowledge him 
as her husband, inserted in an Oneida new3- 
papera notice of the performance of the cere- 
mony. The publication only strengthened 
the girlin her opposition. Her family, too, 
few to arms and insisted that she had been 
inveigled into the marriage. ‘Ihe matter was 
soou afterward put into the hands of Attorney 
For bes, and the suit now pending was the re- 
sult, 

In her complaint Mrs. Bevillard alleges that 
the young Frenchman fist, deceived her by 
false representations as to his birth and con- 
nections, and then, under threats that he 
weuld do herand bimself bodily harm if she 
refused, wrung from hera promise of muir- 
riage. It was under similar duress and fear, 
she charges, that she accompanied him to this 
city, never consenting to the ceremony, al- 
though making no outward objection to its 
performance. Upon service of summons, a 
icnth ago, Bevillard disposed of his business 
and left Oneida. It is supposed he is 
now in Elgin, Ill. A letter left by him at the 
time of his departure announced that he 
would not oppose the annulment of the mar- 
riage and that he was anxious to be free, but 
he bas since retained counsel. His claim is 
understood to be that Miss Hodge offered no 
chjection to the: performance of the ceremony 
until after their arrival here, when they 
agreed to decide the matter by lot, he winning. 
The offense with which he is charged in the 
complaint is a crime indictable under a statute 
passed on March 3.

A Tamily Which Thoroughly Believes in 
Incantation, 

WaApbEsporo, N. C., April 18.—There lives 
near here an entire family of average intelli- 
gence so superstitious that one of its members 
is sorely afilicted with an imaginary spell! put 
upon her by her mother-in-law, as she fan- 
cies, and which all the powers of voudooism 
cannot remove. The victim is a young 
woman who was married eighteen months 
acotoawell to do young man, who carried 
bis bride tothe house of his mother, where 
they jived tegether happily until a fow 
weeks ago, when the young wife, who had iv 
the mean time becomc a mother, became sivk 
and continued to grow worse frem day to 
day as the idea fastened itself upon her that 
sbe was bewitched. She returned to the home 
of her fatber, who is a conjurer. He readily 
acreed with his daughter that she was be- 
witched, and, after exhausting all his skill, 
declared that he could not remove the charm 
because the atilicted woman was of his own 
blecd.

HOW THE BIRDS THRIVE ON THE | 


SKETCHLEY RANCH. 


A New and Profituble Industry Near Los Angeles 
California, That Has Passed the Bounds of 
Speculation—How. the Birds are Raised 
and the Profit on Their Piumage. 


Santa ANA, Cal, April 16.--A fourteen 
nile drive over a sandy plain on a perfect day, 
sun shining from a cloudless sky, with fifty to 
sixty miles distant old Baldy, 15,000 feet high, 
appearing to be but ten miles off, standing 
outin snow capped charm and beauty, and 
the ostrich ranch is approached. Where to 
hitch horses and 50 cents admission is prom- 
inently posted, and that dogs entering will be 
killed. The visitor goes through a small 
gateway guarded by a whitewashed wooden 
fence, passing an aifaifa «Australian clover) 
field, that does notadmit of cutting every 
other month the year around, and the buiid- 
ing appears,a one story cottage house, auda 
barn structure that proves to be the incubator 
shed. A tall row of the ever wonder- 
ful eucalyptus (Australian gum tree) shuts 
the ranch completely from view. In front of 
the high fence that incloses the breeding pens 
are twocorrals that contain two droves of 
young California ostriches, stalking about in 
single file, now putting their heads high in 
air,then their. long necks curving ground- 
wise, and biting away 

AT THE FRESH, GREEN GRASS, 

of which they seem very fond. Of these birds 
there are twenty-nine, seven being fourteen 
months old, the others twenty-two, known as 
‘spring chickens.’”’ These have lived through 
the critical period, and now long life is antici- 
pated. They have entered into partnership 
with Dr. Charles Sketchly in the ostrich 
feather business. They will produce the 
feathers as “plumes,” and be and those he rep- 
resenis in the company will see to the market- 
ing. 

The branch hands are three young men, 
one of whom, ina thoughtful and considerate 
way, apswers our most numerons questions. 
Dr. Sketchly is now in Africa after more 
birds. Since he brought the first lot of birds 
to the United States the Cape Town govern- 
ment has placed an export duty of 3500 on 
eech bird, the ostrich raisers of Africa fore- 
sceing competition. The starting of new 
ostrich enterprises in this country will be of 
much larger expense. 

There are now sixty-one birds on the Nora- 
heim ranch.

BY ONE KICK OF ITS MATE, 

The kicker has since been kept in a corral by 
itself. Not quite three years since the enter- 
prise began, aud the original number’has tri- 
pled, with abundant demonstration that the 
ostrich will thrive bere if wisely treated. No 
bird has died of disease. That there has been 
some failure along the successful route is man- 
ifest by a pile of “blown” eggs outside of the 
incubators. 

The ranch is divided into to corrals by a 
high fence, inclosing a yard of good size. Du- 
ring the night all the birds ave kept in corrals 
within this yard. By day, all the young birds 
auve the latest ‘chickens’ are driven outside 
to the two corrals, where they are first looked 
upen by the visitor to the ranch. The old 
birés ure secluded as much as possible, that 
the batching may progress successfully.

They were about 
the size of an average Spanish hen. and large 
encughto make one wonder howso much 
could come cut of so smalla shell. They pre- 
cepted acomical appearance, standing after 
several trials. They bad quills not unlike those 
of a porcupine, stubs rather than quills. Soon 
‘hey ate Igvptian corn not cobble stones. 
They were eleven odd creatures, growing big- 
gcrevery Cay, and continually. developing 
something more like feathers. The first weék 
the bappy father brooded them. The corral 
was open totheairday and night, and the 
wind blew through the slits as it would, but 
the chicks passed the first difficult six weeks, 
and the severe rains of the specially stormy 
winter of InS3 was safely passed. These young 
oncs went along without coddling, as others 
have done.

Such an effort with their big 
and long legs would have sent the piez¢sof al- 
falfa and cabbage flying about as if fired from 
a mortar. Looking at sociability as we see it 
#irong ordinary domestic fowls and with the 
ostrich, it certainly 1s at a very low ebb. The 
work ofthe attendants consists in keeping 
dcgs and strargers away and in throwing 
over to them their green food. Until lately it 
bas teen said disease is unknown in the os- 
trich household, although in Africathe past 
few months many have dicd of liver com- 
plaint. When it rains the chicks get wet, and 
dry when the sun shines. 

At one year old they aré pinucked for the 
firet time. They are supposed to have attain- 
cd ful) growth when they are two years old, 
some times growing a little after that. 

SPECTATORS ARE NOT ALLOWED 
to come very near: a fence over which stran- 
gers lock Las been pushed further and farther 
back, tince it has been. discovered that people 
appear to have an irresistible tendency to wave 
their hats at the birds and poke at them with 
canes and parasols.

In their bills they have ne 
strength,as we learned, the younger birds 
in the front corrals coming up to the fence in 
a most fmendty way, biting at our 
bands and§ allowing us to stroke their mere 
than a yard long necks. Unlike the emu, 
which is often exhibited as the African os- 
(rich, they have but one toe on each foot and 
woe betide man or beast to whom this weapon 
of defense is raised. The kick is forward, and 
any one desiring to get out of this world in 
hot haste let him ¢ome in the range of that 
toe that cuts like a knife. The bird that was 
killed by one kick had its heart torn open 
with a fearful wound. Of the new crop of 
birds all are good shaped and fine looking save 
one that walks on the : 
BACK OF ITS CLUBBED FOOT, 

as the big single toe points inward. All the 
birds walk after the style of the “Grecian 
tend” years ago among would-be fashionable 
girls: sho. Jd think ‘‘ostrich bend” should be 
fitting fursuch elasticity. The birds seem to 
be treading on hot gridirons. The feet are 
taken up rapidlo and raised high, and the 
head and body oscillate. This custom was 
recognized in heathen south Africa, and is ag 
old as the race of these most remarkable 
creatures. 

Ferocity and most foolish fear seems an in- 
beritance everywhere. Someare ill-tempered, 
but every one is dangerous after three years. 
They are driven intoa V-shaped pen, and a 
stocking put over their heads that their 
feathers may be plucked. As soon as itis 
coveled it witlnot kick unless if can see 
what it is kicking at. The feathers (plames) 
are taken from the breast, wings, and tail, all 
above the creaded kicking apparatus. The 
keeper presses upon the bird from behind, 
and as long asthey keep behind are safe, as 
the kick is always forward. The man who 
plucks procecds with dispatch. An adalt 
bird , 

IS PLUCKED EVERY SEVEN MONTHS, 
yitlding about twenty-five long and fine feath- 
ers and several “tips.” The latter are taken 
from the wings. On the back the feathers are 
left forthe protection of the bird. Daring the 
plucking men bave been kicked, but not se- 
vereiv. Had the birds had a tolerable for- 
ward kick the fiesult wou!d be fatal.

Job xxsxix, 1°: “Givest though 
the goodly wings unte the peacock, as wings 
and feathers nnto the ostrich, which leaveth 
her epgs inthe earth. and. warmeth them in 
the dust. and forgetteth that the foot may 
crush them, or that the wiid beast may 
break them.

What 
time she lifteth up hers: !f on high ehe scorn- 
eth’the horse and his rider.” ‘This inspired 
description of this remarkable’ bird is singu- 
larly true. and in €véry sense most fally cor- 
responds withall that bas been learned. The

“Well, to tell you the truth, I don’t know. 
These bones here seem to indicate there be- 
ing the bonesof human beings. This,’’ pick- 
ing opa small circular shaped bone, with 
ridges arcund the front part, “looks liké the 
kneecap of an infant. Here,” holding in his 
hand two or three pieces of flat shaped bones, 
“looks like a part of the jaw bone, before I 
broke it in two by striking it on this rock.” 

He went pn to say that he found a small 
finger bone, but having thrown it down could 
not find it again. He could not find the 
wher abouts 6f the skull, and had but a little 
portion ofthe head and upper part of the 
body. They were laying in a three feet 
space, up and down the rock, and eight or ten 
stones. of small size were laying on top of 
them, as if having been thrown in and cov- 
ered over with them. oe 

The doctors are now examining them and 
will doubtless come to some conclusion. 


A SURGICAL FEAT

There are doubtless some of the best farmers 
in the state to be found in the !atter section of 
the county, yet, as before stated, they are not 
s0 bumerous asin the former section. Why? 
Becsuse the east Dougherty farmers, as a rule, 
do not cultivate as extensively as the oak land 
farmers; they do not buy so much guauo; they 
reise their provisions at home, ard hence are 
independent. Their cotton is a surplus crop, 
and they generally havea surplusof money on 
hand after paying off the ex penses of raising a 
crop. 

Chatham superior court has given Joseph 
Grant twenty years in the penitentiary for 
highway robbery from the person of Sarah 
Gillison, who testified that on the evening of 
the 27th of March, as she was coming into Sa- 
vannah on the Coast Line railroad,(Grant came 
up to her in a threatening manner, and at the

As soon as the rob- 
bery was made known, Mr. Butler, whoisin | 
charge of the business, accompanied by one of 
the bands from whom the goods were stolen, 
pursued him on horseback to Guyton where 
he overtook bim. The negro, resisting arrest, 
was shot; as soon as he was shot he dropped the 
satchel and made his way in double «quick to 
a neighboring bay, carrying with him several 
buckshots in his arms and body. He was seen 
afterwards near Marlow on his way for parts 
upknown. 


The Jesup Sentinel ‘has received  infor- 
mation from Waycross that the dead body of 
aman perfectly nude was found near the 
Waycross and Jackssnville road, about halfa 
mile from that place. The hair had left the 
ekull and no trace of it could be found. The 
body was badly decomposed, and the discolo- 
ration rendered itis impossible to tell whether 
he was white or black.

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~ TALMAGE'S SERMON 


PREACHED YESTERDAY IN BROOK-~ 
LYN TABERNACLE. 


ihe Subject, “Laughter of the Bible”’—Text: He 
That Sitteth in the Heavens Shall Laugh”~A 
Powerful and Characteristic Discourse 
From the Great Divine—Ete., Ete.

Brookiys, N. Y., April 18,—[Special.]— 
So great is the popularity of the preacher at 
the Brooklyn tabernacle that it is under ad- 
visement to build for him a church twice as 
large, and thereby te make something like ad- 
equate accommodation for the people who 
crowd to hear him. The Rev. De Witt 
Talmage’s sermon this morning was on the 
subject “Laughter of the Bible.” The opening 
pymn was: 

“Come, ye that love the Lord, 
And let your joys bé known; 


Join in the song with sw 
And thus surround the th ye 


Two texts were chosen by the preacher— 
Psalm cxxvi, 2: “Then was our mouth filled 
with laughter; and Psalm ii, 4: “He that 
sitteth in the heavens shall laugh.” Dr. Tal- 
mage said: 

Thirty-eight times does the Bible make 
reference to thisconfiguration of the features 
and quick expulsion of breath which we call 
laughter. Semetimes itis born of the sun- 
shine and sometimes of the midnight. Some- 
times itstirsthe sympathies of angels and 
sometines the cachinnation of devils. All 
healtiy people laugh. Whether it pleases the 
Lord or displeases Him that depends upon 
when we laughand at what we laugh My 
theme this morning is the laughterof the 
sible, namely: Sarah's laugh, or that of 
skepticism; David's laugh, or that of spiritual 
exultation: the fool’s laugh, or that of sinful 
merriment; God’s laugh, or that of infinite 
condemnation: Heavyen’s laugh, or that of 
eternal triumph. 

Scene: An oriental tent; the occupauts, old 
Abrabamand Sarah, perhaps wrinkled and 
decrepit. Their three guests are three angels— 
the Ix ra Almighty one of them. In return 
for the hospitality shown by the old people 
(iod premises Sarah that she shall become the 
ancestic:s of the Lord Jesus Christ. Sarah 
jaughs iu the face of God; she does nbt believe 
it. She isafirighted at what she has done. 
She-denies it. She says: “I didn’t laugh.” 
Then Gca retorted with an emphasis that si- 
lenced #!! disputation: “But thou didst laugh.” 
My fricnds, the laugh of scepticism in all ages 
is only tne echo of Sarah’s laughter. God says 
he wil! accomplUsh a thing, and men say it can 
not be cone. A great multitude laugh at the 
miracies. They say they are contrary to the 
Jaws of nature. Whatisalaw of nature? It 
is God’s way of doing a thing. You ordina- 
rily cross the river by the bridge. Tomorrow 
you change for one day and you go acro3s 
Wali stiect ferry. You madethe rule. Have 
you notthe right to change it? I ordinarily 
come at tbat deor [pointing toa side en- 
france of the church}. Suppose next Sabbath 
Ishouid come in at. the other door? Itisa 
habit l have. Havel not a right to change 
my habit? A law of nature is God’s habit— 
his way of doing things. If he makes the 
Jaw has he not a_ right to change it 
at any time he wantsto change it? Alas for 
the folly of those who laugh at God when he 
Bays: “i will do a thing,” they responding, 
**You can’t do it.” 

God says that the Bible is true—it is all 
true. bishop Colenso laughs; Herbert Spencer 
laughs; /obhn Stuart Mill laughs; creat German 
universities laugh; Harvard laughs—softly! 
A great many of the learned institutions of 
this country, with long rows of professors 
seated on the fence between (Christianity and 
infidelity, laugh softly. They say: “We 
didn’t lnugh.”’ That was Sarah’strick. God 
thunders from the heavens: “But thou didst 
Jangh.”’ 

The garden of Eden was only a fable. There 
never was any ark built—it was too small to 
have twoof every kind, The pillar of fire by 
night was only the northern lights. 
The ten plagues of Egypt 
brilliant specimen of § jugglery. 
ea parted because the wind blew violently a 
great while from one direction. Thesun and 
moou did not put themselves out of the way 
for Joshua. Jacob’s ladder was only horizon- 
tal and picturesque clouds. The destroying 
angel smitiug the first born in Egypt was only 
cholera infantum beeome epidemic. The gul- 
let of the whale by positive measurement wa 
toosma!ito swallowa prophet. The lame. 
the dumb, the blind, the halt, cured by mere 
human surgery. The resurrection of Christ’s 
frievd only a beautiful tableau; Christ and 
Lavaiusand Mary and Martha acting their 
parts well. My friends, there is nota doc- 
trine or statement of God’s holy word that has 
mot been derided by the skepticism of the 
day. 

I take u» this book of King James’s transla- 
tion. J consider it a perfect Bible, but here 
are skeptics who want it torn topieces. And 
now, Wit) this Bible in my hand, let me tear 
out all those portions which the skepticisin of 
athe day demands shali be torn out. What 
shall go first? ‘‘Well,” says some in the andi- 
ence, “is ke cut all that about the creation and 
about the first settlement of the world.” 
Away goes Genesis. “Now,” says some one, 
*‘take ont all that about the miraculous guid- 
ance of the children of Israel into the wilder- 
ness.’ Away goes Exodus. ‘Now,’ says 
some one else in the audience, “there are 
things in Deuteronomy «ud Kings that are 
not fit to he read.” Away goes Deuteronomy 
and the Kings, ‘“‘Now,” says some one, 
“the book of Job is a table that ought to 
come out.’ Away goes the book of Job. “Now,” 
says some one, “Those passages inthe New 
Testament which imply the divinity .of Jeans 
Christ ought to come out.’ Away go the 
evangelists. ‘“Now,’ says some one, “the 
book of Kevelation—preposterous! it repre- 
sents a man with the moon under his feet and 
a sharp sword in his hand.” Away goes the 
book cf Kevelation. Now there are a few 
pieces leit, What shall we do with them? 
“Oh,” says some man in the audience, “I don’t 
believe a word inthe Bible from one end to 
the otber.”” Well, it is all gone. Now you 
have put out the last light for the nations. 
Now it is the pitch darkness of eternal 

idpi How do you like it? But I 

, my friends, we had _bet- 
ter keep the Biblea little longer intact. It 
has dene pretty well for a good many years. 
Then there are old people who find it acom- 
fort to have it on their laps, and children like 
the stories in it. Let us keep it fora curiosity 
anyhow. ifthe Bible isto be thrown out of 
the scheo!, and out of the courtroom so that 
men no more swear by it, and it is to be put 
in a dark corner of the city library, the Koran 
on ove side and the writings of Confucius on 
the other, then let.us eachone keep a copy 
for himself, for we might have trouble and 
we would want to be under the delusion of its 
consolations; and we might die and we would 
wantthe delusion of the exalted residence at 
God's tight hand which it mentions. : 

Oh, whet anawful thingit isto laugh in 
Giod’s faceand hurlhis revelation. back at 
Him! After awhile the day will come when 
they wiil say they did not laugh. ‘Then all 
the bypercriticisms, all the caricatures and all 
the learned sneersinthe quarterly reviews 
willbe brought to judgment; and amid the 
rocking of everything beneath and amid the 
flaming cf everything above, God will thun- 
der: “But thou didst laugh.” I think the 
most fascinating laughter at Christianity I 

remember was Theodore Parker's. 

msde the word of God seem 
ridiculous and he laughed on at our holy re- 
ligion until he came to dic,and then he said: 
“My life bas been a failure—a failure domesti- 
cally, I have no children; a failure socially, 
for ] ara treated in the streets like a pirate; a 
failure professionally, because I know but one 
minister that has adopted my sentiments.” 
For a quatter ofa century he laughed at 
Christianity, and ever since Christianity has 
been laughing at him. Now, itis a moan 
thing to go into a man’s house and. steal his 
goods; but I tell youthe most gigantic bur- 
glary ever,invented ia the proposition to steal 
these treasures of: our holy religion. The 
me: nest laughter ever uttered isthe laughter

f The next laughter 
is David's laughter; or the 


laughter.” He got very much down some- 
times, but there are other chapters where for 
four or five times, he calls upon the people to 
praise-andexolt. It was not a mere twitch of 
the lips, it wasa demonstration that took hold 
of his whole pbysical nature. “Then was 
our mouth filled with laughter.” My friends, 
this world will never be converted to God un- 
til Christians cry less and laugh and sing more. 
The horrors are a poor bait. If people are to 
be persuaded toadopt eur holy religion, it 
will be because they have made up their miuds 
itis ahappy religion. They don’t like a 
morbid Christianity, I know there are mor- 
bid people who enjoy a funeral. They come 
early to see the friends take leave of 
the corpse, and they steal a ride to the ceme- 
tery; but all healthy people enjoy a wedding 
better than they doa burial. Now, you make 
the religion of Christ sepuichral and hearse- 
like and you make it repulsive. 

I say, plant the rose of Sharon along the 
church walks, and columbine to clamber over 
the church wall; and have a smile on the 
lip and have the mouth filled with holy laugh- 
ter. There is no man in the world except the 
Christian that has a right to feel an untram- 
melled glee. He is promised everything is to 
be for the best here, and he is on the way to a 
delight which will take ali the 
processions with palm branches, and 
all the orchestras, harped and cymballed 
and trumpeted, to express. “Oh,” you say, “I 
have so much trouble!” Have you more 
trouble than Paul had? What does he say? 
“Sorrowful yet always rejoicing. Poor, yet 
making many rich. Having nothing, yet pos- 
sessing all things.” The merriest laugh I 
think I ever heard has been in the sick room 
of God’s dear children. When Theodosius was 
put upon the rack he suffered very great tor- 
ture at the first. Somebody asked him how 
he endured all that pain on the rack. He re- 
plied: “When I was first put upon the rack [ 
suflered agreat deal; but very soona young 
man in white stood by my side and with a 
soft and comfortable handkerchief he wiped 
the sweat from my brow and my pains were 
relieved, it‘ was a punishment 
for me to get from the rack, be- 
cause when the pain wasall gone the angel was 
gone.’’ Ob, rejoice cvermore! You know how 
itisinthearmy—an army in encampment. 
lf today news comes that our side has had a 
defeat, it demoralizes all the host. But if the 
news comes of victory today and victory to- 
morrow, the whole army is impxssioned for 
the contest. Now, in the kingdom of our 
Lord Jesus Christ report fewer defeats; tell us 
the victories—victory over sin and death and 
hell. Rejoice evermore and again I say rejoice. 
1 believe there is more religion in a laugh than 
in a groan.‘ Anybody can groan, but to laugh 
in the midst of banishment and persecution 
and indescribable trial, that reyuires a David, 
_a Daniel, a Paul, a modern heroine. 

The next laughter mentioned in the Bible 
that I shall speak of, is the fool's laughter or 
the expression of sinful merriment. Solomon 
was very quick at simile—when he makesa 
comparison we all catch it. What is the 
laughter of a foollike? Hesays: “Itisthe 
crackling of a thorn under a pot.” The kettle 
is swung, a buuch of brambles is put under it, 
and the torch is applied to it, and thereisa 
great noise, and a big blaze, and a sputter, and 
a quick extinguishment; then it was darker 
than it was before. Fool's laughter. The 
most miserable thing on earth is a bad man’s 
fun. ‘There they are—ten men in a barroom ; 
they have at home wives, mothers, daughters. 
The impure jest starts at one corner of the bar 
room, and crackle, crackle, crackle, it goes all 
around. In five hundred such guffaws there 
isnou one item of happiness. They all feel 
bemeaned if they have any conscience lefé. 
Have nothing to do with men or women who 
tellimmoral! stories. I have no confidence 
cither in their Christian character or their 
morality. 

So all merriment that springs out of the de- 
fccts of others—caricature of a lame foot, ora 
curyed spine, ora blind eye, or a deaf ear— 
will be met with the judgments of God, either 
upon you or your children. Twenty years ago 
iu this city 1 knew a man who was particular- 
ly skillful in imitating the lameness of a neigh- 
bor. Not long ago ason of the skillful mimic 
had his leg amputated for the very defect 
which his father had mimicked years before. 
1 do not say it wasa judgment of God; I leave 
you to make yourown inference. No, all mer- 
riment born of dissipation, that which starts 
at the counters of the drinking restaurant, or 
from the wine glass in the home 
circle, the mauclin simper, the mean- 
ingless joke, the saturnalian gibberish, the 
paroxysm of mirth about nothing that you 
sometimes see in the fashionable clubroom or 
in the exquisite parlor at twelve o’clock at 
right, are the crackling of thorns undera 
pot. Such Janghter and such sin end in 
death. When 1 wasa ladabook came ot 
entitled, “Don Jour’s Patent Sermons.” 
made a great stir, a very wide laugh, all over 
the country, that book did. It was a carica- 
ture of the Christian ministry and of the 
Word of God and of the Day of Judgment. 
(oh, we had agreatlaugh! ‘The commentary 
on the whole thing is that not long ago the 
euthor of that beck died in poverty, shame, 
debauchery, kicked out of society and cursed 
of Almighty God. The laugh of such men is 
the echo of their own damnation. i 

The next laughter that I shall mention as 
being in the Bible is the laugh of God's con- 
dcmnation: “Hethat sitteth in the heavens 
Sball laugh.” Again: “The Lord will laugh at 
him.” Again: “I will laugh at his calamity.’’ 
With such demonstration will God greet every 
kind of great sin and wickedness. But men 
build up villianies higher and higher. Good 
men almost pity God because he is so schemed 
against by men. Saddenly a pin drops out of 
the machinery of wickedness, or a secret is 
revealed, and the foundation begins to rock: 
and finally the whole thing is demolished. 
What isthe matter? I will tell you what the 
matter is. Thecrash of ruinisonly the re- 
yerberation of God’s laugbter. 

On Wall street there area great many good 
menand agreat many fraudulent men. A 
fraudulentmantheresays: “i mean to have 
my million.” He goes to work reckless of 
honesty, and he gets his first one hundred 
thousand dollars. He gets after awhile’ his 
two hundred thousand dollars. After awhile 
he gets his five hundred thousand dollars. 
“Now,” he says, “I have only one more move 
to makeand I shall have my million.” He 
gathers up all his resources; he makes “that 
one last grand move; he fails and loses all and 
he has not enough money left to pay the cost 
of the car to his home. People cannot under- 
stand this spasmodic revulsion. Some said it 
was a sudden turn in Erie railway stock or in 
Western Union or in Lllinois Central; some 
said it was Jay Gould; some said it was one 
speculator, some said it was another. They 
all guessed wrong. I willtell you what it 
was: “He that sitteth in the heavens” 
laughed, : 

A man in New York said he would be the 
richest man in the city. He left his honest 
work of chair making and got into the city 
councils someway, and inten years stole fif- 
tcen million dollars from the city government. 
Fifteen million dollars!. He held the legisla- 
ture of the state of New York in the grip of 
his right hand. Suspicions were aroused. The 
grand jury presented indictments. The whole 
land stood aghast. The man who expected to 
put half thecityin his vest pocket goes to 
Blackwell's island, goes to Ludlow street jail, 
breaks prison, and goes across the sea,is re- 
arrested and brought back and again remand- 
ed to jail and died there. Why? “He that sit- 
teth inthe heavens” laughed. 

Rome was a great empire; she had Horace 
and Virgil among her poets, she had Augustus 
and Constantine among her emperors. But 
what mean the defaced Pantheon and the Fo- 
tum turned into a cattle market, and the bro- 
ken walled Coliseum and the architectural 
skeleton of her great aqueduct? What was 
that thunder? “Oh,” you say, “that was the 
roar of the battering rams against her walls.” 
No. What wasthat quiver’? “Oh,” you say, 
“that was the tramp of hostile legions.” No. 
The quiver and the roar were the outhurst of 
Omnipotent laughter from the defied and in- 
sulted heavens. ‘Rome deficd God and He 
laughed her down. Thebes defied God and 
He Jaughed her down. Babylon defied God 
and He laughed her down. S 

Thereisagreat difference betyeen Gods 
langh and Hissmilet His smile i eternal be- 
atitude. He smiled aan th pido 9 _ 
Miriam clapped the cymbals an nna 
_made garments for her son and Paul preached 
and Joebn kindled with Apoca 
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well. Hissmile! Why, it is the 15th of May’ 
the apple orchards in full bloom; It is heaven 
at high noon, all the bells beating the mar- 
riage peal, But His laughter—may it never 
fallonus! Itisacondemnation for our sin: 
it is a wasting away. We may let the satirist 
laugh at us and all our companions may 
laugh at us, and we may be the target for the 
merriment of earth and hell; but God forbid 
that we should ever come to the fulfilment of 
the prophesy against the rejec: 
tors of the truth. me will 
laugh at your calamity.” But, my 
friends, all of us who reject Christ and the 
pardon of the gospel must come under that 
tremendous bombardment, (God wants us all 
to repent. He counsels, He coaxes, He impor- 
tunes and He dies for us. He comes dowa out 
of heaven, He pute all the world’s sin on one 
shoulder, He puts all the world’s sorrow on the 
other shoulder, and then with that alp on one 
side and that himalaya on the other, He 
starts up the hill back of Jerusalem to achieve 
cur salvation. He puts the palm of His right 
foot. on one long spike, and He puts the paim 
of his left foot on another long spike, and then 
with hands spotted with his own blood He 
gesticulates, saying: “Look! look and live; 
with the crimson veil of my sacrifice I will 
cover up all your sins; with my 
dying groan | will swallow up all your 
groans. Look, live!” But some of you this 
morning turn your’ back on that, and then 
this voice of invitation turns to a tone di- 
vinely ominous that sobs like a simoon 
through the first chapter of Proverbs: “Be- 
sause I have called and ye refused,I have 
stretched ont my hand and no man regarded: 
but ye have setat nought all my counsel and 
weuid none of my reproof; I also will laugh 
at your calamity.” Oh, what a laugh that is! 
a deep laugh; a long reverberating laugh; an 
overwhelming laugh. God grant we may 
never hear it! but in this day of merciful 
visitation yield your heart to Christ that you 
may spend all your life on earth under his 
siwile and eecape forever the thunder of the 
laugh of God’s indignation. 

The other laughter mentioned in the Bible, 
the only one I shall speak of, is heaven's 
Jaughter or the expression of eternal triumph, 
Christ said to his disciples: ‘Blessed are ye 
ihat weep now,for ye shall laugh.” That 
makes me know positively that we are not to 
spend our daysin heaven singing long-metre 
psalms. The formalistic and stiff notions of 
heaven that some people have would make me 
miserable. I am glad to know that the heaven 
of the Bible is not only a place of holy wor- 
ship but of magnificent sociability. ‘‘What,’’ 
sey you, “will the ringing laugh go around 
the circles of the sayed?’ I say, yes; pure 
laughter; cheering laughter; holy laughter. It 
will bealaugh of cengratulation. When we 
mecta friend who has suddenly come toa 
fortune or who has got over some dire sick- 
ness, do we not shake hands, do we not 
jlaugh with him? And -when we get 
heaven and see our friends there, i 
them having come up out of great tribula- 
tions, Why we will say to one of them: ‘The 
last time I saw you, yon had been suffering 
for six weeks under a low, intermitten fever;” 
or, toanother we will say: “You for ten 
years were limping with the rheumatism and 
you were full of complaints when we saw you 
lest. I congratulate you on this eternal recov- 
cry.”’ We shall laugh; yes, we shall congratu- 
late all those who have come up out of great 
financial embarrassments in this world be- 
cause they become millionaires in heaven. 

Yeshalllangh. Itshall be a laughof re- 
association. Itis just as natural for us to 
laugh when wemeeta friend we have not 
secn for ten years, as anything is- possible to 
be natural. When we meet our friends from 
whom wehave been parted ten, twenty or 
thirty years, will it not be with infinite con- 
gratulation? Our perception quickened, our 
knowledge improved, we will know each 
gther ata fiash. We will have to talk over 
allthathas happened since we have been 
separated, the one that bas been ten years in 
hcaven telling us all that hashappened fn the 
ten years of his heavenly residenc¢, and we 
telling him intreturn all that has happened 
during the ten years of his absence from 
earth. 

Yeshalllaugh. I think George Whitfield 
and John Wesley will have a laugh of con- 
tempt for their earthly collisions; and Toplady 
and Charles Wesley will have a laugh of con- 
tempt for their earthly misunderstandings: 
and the farmers who were ina lawsuit all 
their days wili-have a laugh of conteupt over 
their earthly disturbance about a line fence. 
Exemption from all annoyauce. Immersion 
in all gladness. Ye shall laugh. Christ says 
so. Yeshall laugh. 

Yes, it will be a langhoftriamph. Oh what 
a pleasant thing it will be to stand on the wall 
of heaven and look down at Satan and hurl at 
him dcfiance and see him caged 
and chained and we forever free from 
his clutches! Aha! Yes, it will 
be a laugh of royal greeting. You know how 
the Frenchmen cheered when Napoleon came 
back from Elba; you know how the English 
cheered when Wellington came back from 
Waterloo; you know how Americaus cheered 
when Kossuth arrived from Hungary: you re- 
member how Rome cheered when Pompey 
came back victor over nine luudred cities.

Ob, when we sec and hear that cavalcade we 
shall cheer, we shall laugh. : 

Does not your heart beat quickly this morn- 
ing at the thought of the great jubilee upon 
which weare socn toenter? I pray God that 
when we get through with this world and are 
going out of it we may have some such vision 
as the dying Christian had when he saw writ- 
ten all over the clouds inthe sky. the letter 
“W,.” and they asked Shim, standing by his 
side, what he thought that letter ‘‘W"’ meant. 
“Oh,” he said, “that stands for welcome.” And 
so may it bewhen we quit this world. ‘“W” 
on the gate, “W” onthe door of the 
mansion, “‘W’ onthe throne. Welcome! Wel- 
come! Welcome! 

I have preached this sermon this morning 
with five prayful wishes: That you might see 
what a mean thing isthe laugh of skepticism, 
whata bright thing is the laugh of spiritual 
exultation, what a hollow thing is the laugh 
of sinful merriment, what an awful thing is 
the laugh of condemnation, what a radiant, 
rubicund, thing is the laugh of eternal fri- 
umph! Avoid the ill; choose the rig 
comforted. Be comforted. “Blessed are 
that weep now—ye shall laugh.” Ye 
laugh.

The Pan-Hlectric Frauds. 

THE CONSTITUTION has already freely ex- 
pressed its opinions in regard to the conne:- 
tion of certain democratic oflicials with the 
Pan-Electaic speculation. Some of our 
friends have supposed that our remarks were 
a trifie too severe: but the severity, if such 
it was, has been amply justified by the 
facts that have been brought out in the 
investigation instituted by a committee of 
the house of representatives. Here, for in- 
stance, is a contract entered into, signed in 
duplicate and exchanged between the Pan- 
Electric and the National Improved Tele- 
phone companies: 

“This agreement, made and entered intothis day 
at the city of Washington, in the disirict of Colum- 
bia, by and between the National Improved Tele- 
phone company, a body corporate, incorporated 
under the laws of the state of Louisiana, party of 
the first part, and the Pan-Electric Telepeone com- 
pany, a body corporate, incorporated under the 
laws of the state of Tennessee, party of the second 
part, witnesseth; 

‘‘That whereas each of said parties isthe owner 
respectively of certain valuable telephone inven- 
tions and improvements, in respect to which there 
are now pending certain suits between the said 
parties and the American Bell Telephone company, 
in the United States court at New Orleans, in the 
state of Louisiana, and at Memphis, in the state of 
Tennessee; 

“And whereas the parties hereto, the said Na- 
tional Improved Telepnone company and the said 
Pan-Electric Telephone company, propose to com- 
mence proceedings in the name of the United 
States against the American Bell Telephone com- 
pany, provided they can obtain the assent of the 
attorney general of the United States to do go, 

“Now, therefore, it is hereby stipulated and 
agreed by and between the parties hereto that in 
the further conduct of the suits now pending as 
aforesaid, they will render such mutual aid and 
assistance as may be convenient and necessary to 
protect and secure their common interest. 

“And it -is further stipulated and agreed that, 
shonid they succeed in having a suit brought by or 
in the name of the government, the lawyers ot each 
party shall be entered as counsel of record in said 
suit, and every possible assistance sh be given 
by the contracting parties to carry it to a successful 
conclusion. 

“With this further express agreement and under- 
standing: that there shall be no settlement or com- 
promise of the same by either party in interest 
without a full discussion thereof by the members of 
both companies and an agreement upon such terms 
of settlement or cempromise as may seem just and 
fair to both 

“In witness whereof the proper officers hereto 
attach their handsend seals this ith day of August, 
A. D. 1885, 

“ISHAM G. Harris, Vice-President Pan-Electric 

é Telephone company, the president being absent. 

“THE NATIONAL IMPROVED TELEPHONE COMPANY, 
of Jouisiana, by W. VAN BENTHU YSEN, Presi: 
cent.” 

To this remarkable document was added a 
supplemental agreement. The extracts ap- 


pended will show its character: 

“The officers and agents of said two companies 
shall co-operate in the use of all lawful means to 
secure the cancellation, recall or modification of 
the letters patent granted to Alexander Graham 
Bell, and jor ihe purpose of accomplishing the 
same, they shall obtain, if possible, the action of 
the government of the United States by direct pro- 
ceedings in its own name, or at the relation of some 
agent or oflicer of one of the above named compa- 
nies, to be hereafter selected.”’ 

“And it is further specially stipulated and agreed 
that neither of the contracting parties, nor their 
agents nor attorneys, shall use or exert any influ- 
ence whatever to bring about a discontinuance or 
termination of said litigation before final decree 
shall be had therein, except after full conference 
and mutual agreement upon the terms thereof; it 
being the understanding that both companies must 
agree to settlement, dismissal or abandonment of 


the suit herein provided for.” 


According to these precious documents, 
the attorney general was to be used to bring 
the suits against the Bell company, and be- 
fore the suits thus brought could be compro- 
mised the Pan-Electric and the National Im- 
proved were to consult with each other and 
fix the grounds of comproiffise. Asour read- 
ers will perceive, they are very tough pa- 
pers, and show beyond all question what the 
democratic officials holding stock in the Pan- 
Electric were expected to do.

The libraries of the old planters were stocked 
with books imported directly from England. The 
yocabulary brought over by the settlers was that of 
Sbakspeaie, Speucer, Raleixh, Bacon; and as there 
were no accessions of population from any otber 
quarter, it happened in the progress of years. tl it 
words which became obsolete in the parent country 
were retained, though since denounced as Vir- 
ginianisms, For instarce, as during the last 
two and a halt ceuturic:, it is still 
nsual in Virginia to say “raised,” in tiie 
sense of reared and ‘‘tote’’ in the sense of earry. 
Wirt, in his life of Henry, so employs ‘‘raisedd,’’ 
precisely as did many of the old English biograph- 
ical writers. “Tote,” which is properly tolt, from 
toll, was in common use at the English bar from 
1500 to 1650, in the sense of lifting or removing a 
writ from one court to another, aud by extension 
-was applied to the lifting and carrying away of 
any object whatever. Similarly many other words 
that have slipyed from modern English are still! 
current among the Virginians. A library of a 
thousand volu.nes Was a great rarity. In the orders 
on London for books only the best were called for, 
itistrue, and thisisa pointon their side What 
they read was strictly of *a wholesome character, 
and according!y their tastes, remaining unvitiated, 
were left free to appreciate whatever of good might 
be forthcoming in the realm of letters. This sou 1d 
literary teste still obtained among the planters, 
modified into small farmers, just previons to the 
outbreak of the war. Swift, Dryden and Pope 
were read at tbat date in the Virginia househoid 
rot less closely than the latest novelsof Dickens, 
Thackeray and Bulwer.

From a Washington Letter. 

WasnHinaton, April 16.—Senator Brown, of 
Georgia, bas been interviewed as to the effect of 
prohibition upon taxation in Atlanta. He is 
quoted as saying: ‘“‘As Il understand it, the city of 
Atlanta has realized from the liquor licenses an4 
aj] taxes connected with the liquor traffic some 
£50,000 perannum. That has not all been cut off 
yet, as most of the stores and saloons where liquor 
is solc have not yet been closed, and will not be 
uniilabout the middle of the year But the city 
faihers understand very well that it is to be cut off 
during thepresent summer,and it become necessary 
to provide tor the loss, and I am not aware of any 
cther means the city has for raising the money to 
meet her current expenses but by using her credit 
orcoiiecting the necessary amonnt by taxation 
upon the property ofthe city. If the statement 
Which [sce in the n wspapers is correct, there 
has been ai li crease of over 2 per cent. in tie 
vaiuatiou ofmyreal estate in Atlanta over last 
year.

Tuc 
city 1nust make wp by additional taxation for the 
losses she may sustain on the liquor traffic, or she 
must borrow end increase her debt, and as her 
debtis now about as large as the constitution of tne 
Staie Will permit, she cannot adopt the latter alter- 
Dative, and it certuiniy would not be wiseif she 
could. 

“But it is said the property holders can afford to 
sustain these iosses and heavy increase of taxes on 
account of the great eood that will result from 
prohibition. ‘If prohibition did really prohibit 
there might be some plausibility in the statement, 
but everyindy who hasany knowledge of the state 
of tbingsina prohibition state knows that any 
ran who has the money to pay for it, and wants 
whiskY, Can get as much as be desires.

Rey. Mr. Halley was assisted by Rev. W. H. 
Hunt, the former beginning the service preliminary 
tothe sermon and the latter concluding it. 

The preacher chose as histext the 28th verse of 
the lith chapter of §t. Matthew: ‘Come unto Me 
ajl ye that labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.”’ 

In the world, he said, there is no end to labor. 
Even among the most prosperous there are 
many that are burdened with 
evil, with afflictions, with sorrows 
well nigh unendurable, The burdens boroc by 
human beings are the resuits of two causes: First, 
to an internal or mental cause, and, second, to an 
external or natural cause. When men turn from 
worldly pleasures or from the engrossing coucerus 
of business, a future state involuntarily presents 
itseifto their view. They are conscious of their 
wickedness, their weakness, their perilous condi- 
tion, ard are forced to ask themselves: ‘‘What ae- 
count shall we render of our stewardships? Self- 
eondemned, what excuse can we render unt& 
God?’ Their condition, as revealed by the replies 
of conscience to these questions frequentiy causes 
sgeony almost unendurabie. The religious in- 
stincts is deeply implanted in the human heart, 
and the natural desire which meu have for the 
comfort and strength atiorded by religion serves 
to intensify their agony. 

he number of those who 
from burdens which result from int rnal 
or mental causes 28 great, but those 
who suffer from burdens which result from exter- 
nal or natural causes are a vast multitude. The 
world isiullof human beings whose hopes are 
blighted, whose plans are destroyed; human be- 
ings burdeved with broken hearts, sorrow in all 
its phases, and who aré forced to hide their griefs 
from the world behind smiling countenaaces. 
Many there are who have been castoffby friends 
whom they trusted—many who are denied the 
rivilege of living and laporing with those they 
ove. Alas! how many there are whose paths as 
they journey through lite lie through the valley of 
tear-. 

It is natural to seek rest. Some hope to find it 
in death, under the impression that al! is quiet in 
the grave and that thereis no misery beyond.

Hu- 
manity is God’s husbandry, and Christ is the field 
in which itis planted. Every man was designed 
to bring forth frnit unto righteoussness. God has 
not only provided the soil, but He has furnished 
all the other agencics and means necessary to ena- 
ble man to bring forth justice, mercy, truth, tem- 
perance, kindness. self-denial, love, holiness. That 
these elements of character have not grown in the 
vast majority of the lives of the teeming millions 
of men and womon who have lived on the earth, 
has not been on account of the soilin which they 
were planted, lor because of defects 
i the mecans placed at their 

isposal. It bas been because of 
wrong methods of culture and want of conformity 
to divine conditions of growth. The pivotal point 
in natural husbandry is the plant. The pivotal 

int in spiritual husbandry is man. Bg studyiag 
os aplantis made we muy get some idea as to 
the method Sof man-making. 

1. Whatis a plant composed of? Every plant, 
according ioagreat French chemist, is made of 
fourteen thivg:: Oxygen, hydrogen, carbon and 
bitoyen, which come from the water and the air; 
s0du, magnesia, sulphuric acid, chlorine, silica 
and marneanese, which are foundin the soil every- 
where; and nitrogen, phosphoric acid, lime aud 
potash, which are not found in large supply in all 
soi], but must be added by the successful farmer. 
Ninety-three per cent cf all the elements which go 
{0 torn a plant come from the water and air; 4 per 
cent are coniained in all soil, and 3 per cent must 
be brought from the lime kilns and 
other places, aud added to it by 
the cultivator. So we see that every Single e’e- 
ment which goes to make a plant, is already man- 
ufectured and has been from the foundation of the 
world. Not only so, but the agencies by which 
these are stirred to action, aud to organize life in 
the plant. Sunshine, magnetism, electricity, etc., 
have been in existence from the beginning. The 
farmer, it would appear then, has no very ditlicult 

ircblem before him, in heving a plant grow before 
bis ‘eyes. He has simply to remove the wild 
growths of the nattual soil, which would interfere 
with the growth of the civilized plant, he wants 
to proauce, plant the good seed and keep the soil 
pulverized aud§ relieved of Doxious wee'ls. When 
he does thir, elements and forces in earth and sky, 
buile his pliant for him. Manis tae pivotal point 
spirit cuiture. Wheu man is cultiva- 
ted and developed, ail things pos- 
sible in man, goverument, society, 
Civilization are developed. What does it take to 
mekea good man? The elements are named in 
the holy scriptures. and involved in the constitu- 
tion of man, They are justice, mercyg,truth, wis- 
dem, Jove and holiness. These elements consti- 
tute the moral attributes of God’s character. They 
are eternal principles.

LESSON ON THE JERSBY COW. 


The Island of Jersey is one of the channel 
group. It lies north of Brittany fand opposite the 
west coast of Normandy. They originally formed 
a part of the duchy of Normandy and were a part 
of the possession of William the Conquerer when 
he became king of England. From cast to west it 
is only eleven miles long: from north to south 
about seven and a half miles wide. Only about 
25,000 acres of the island are under cultivation, 
The population is over 56,000, two persons 
to each = acre of land in cultivation. 
The farms are small; not more than five or six are 
over fifty acres; they are generally trom three toten, 
Every acre of available land is brought under c1l- 
tivation. By fertilizing and intilligent tillage 
they makecvery single acre do its best. The Jer- 
sey people have shown the world what inten- 
sive farming will do. By their method farming 
has paid so well that they have been lifted in their 
circumstances above the working people of all 
Europe. Their careful, intensive and intelligent 
methods of tilling their little farms\nave had a re- 
fiex influence onthe moral and social condition of 
the people also. They are among the most law- 
abiding, contented and happy people in the world, 
They bave incorporated their plan of agricuiture 
into their moral and social Character. From being 
peasants they have come up tothe piane of the 
gentry. They have made a name all overthe 
world. They are the observed of Europe and 
Amelica, They have been putting their attention, 
their skill, their labor upon small farms. The 
whole island has been turned into a garden, a mag 
nificent park,sct in grass and orchards and man- 
golds and parsnips and carrots and potatoes and 
wheat. The contented and happy inhabitants have 
reached a point where, with a small ontlay of 
labor, they reap Jarge yields from their pastures 
and cows. Thusthey have timeto devote to the 
beautifying of their grounds, the improvement of 
their outbuildings, stables, cowhouses, stiles, sheds, 
barns, cicerhouses, aud to the cnitivatios: 
of their minds, Life amounts to some 
thing en the Island of Jersey. It is 
beautiful. It is rationally spent. There is no 
waste of time orenergy. Every lick struck pro- 
duces aturnip, a potatoora cow. When we re 
member the years of culture and intelligent etort, 
represented in the Jersey cov, it will no longer be 
a puzzle tous why she bringsinthe market from 
£500 to $1,000. A cow raised without corn can be 
purchased for £30. Such acow is worth no -more. 
But when a hundred years of intelligent selection, 
culture and kindness are putinto a cow, io the 
very nature of things, her value will be immenseiy 
augmented. Things are valuable in this world, 
and in all worids, in proportion as they are relined 
and developed. Iron imbedded inthe slags of the 
mountains is not very valuabie. In that crude 
form it is sold by the square acre, But when, by 
siseltixg the ore in a blast furnace, it is turned in- 
to pig iron, and when the pig iron, by puddling 
and other refining processes, is turned into steel 
and when the steel is turned into the blade of the 
razor, or the parts of the caligrapb, by intelligent 
labor, it gets !o be very valuable. The reason why 
so many pounds of razor blades will bring more 
money than so many pounds of crude iron ore, is 
becacse six thousand years of labor and thought 
are represented in the razor blades. 
A man will not be paid more 
than $1 for splitting rails a whole day, but a skilful 
surgeon will perhaps receive $600 for fifteen min- 
utes’ work. Nothing is represented in the rail 
tplitter but muscle. Ages of painful thought are 
expressed in the fifteen minutes work of the sur- 
geon. One can learn to chop wood in a day, but it 
takes four thousand years to learn how to take out 
the human eye skilfully. The inhabitants of the 
Islaud of Jersey have put two hundred years of en- 
ergy, thought and kindnessinto their cows. Tie 
result is, they have the most yaluable cows in the 
world. Theircows have more of the elements in 
them, and those elements more highly retined, fur 
which men wantcows. They have for ages been 
tethering them to stakes, rubbing them, currying 
them, feeding them, sheltering them, selectiug 
them, peming them, registering them, with refer- 
ence to making butter. The result is, they have 
turned them into living butter-making machines. 
There is not a bone in them, nora drop of blood, 
nor ayparticle of muscle, but exists for the purp se 
of making butter, yellow, sweet, rich, luscious 
butter. As far back as the year 1779 the people of 
the Island of Jersey prohibited by law the imp »r- 
tation of any foreign cattle, cow, heifer or bull. 
The Jersey cow may be truthfully said to be t'i> 
embodiment of the working capacity, enersv, 
taste and thought of the Jersey people. They have 
transmitted their little island, with its mild cli- 
mate, its beautiful scenery, its fertile soil, its 
skies, into its thin-eared, arch-necked, Jersey cow. 
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Their lovely flowers, fucias, camellias, japonicas, 
semi-tropical ferns, yaccas, and azaleas, have b 
reproduced in @ sense, in the tapering heads, 
small chests, clean  thruats, muzzies, 
crumpled horns, fall eyes, smal 
hoofs, squarely paced bisod legs 
and yellow hides of the Je rsey cow. No wonder 
they are high priced. They will remain so as long 
2s the Same amount of care is bestowed upon taelr 
eviture. As long es time and energy are put into 
their cultivation, iney Will Dring the equi valent of 
these in money when scold. Mr. David vx, ot 
Oxford, developed his cotton seed till he readily 
sold them for $ per bushel, aod they were worn 
it. Hebad put $4.75 worth of time and thought 
into every bushel he sold. There are lands in 
Georgia uow that, twenty years ago, were 710° 
worth $10 per cere, that are today worth 310 per 
acre. Ninety dollers worth of intel labor 
has been spent upoa each one of these acres. Here 
isa most important lesson for all our people. If 
we WSnt our products to be valuable, our chickeas, 
hogs, horses, cows, bees, goats, cotton, corn, leath- 
er, iron, Clay and timber, we must put brains into 
them end carciutothem. It is time our people 
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were quit living from band to month, and 
large yields on Tod many 
peop'e Want roses without thorns, rewards without 
Jabor, Cream without blne-john, and grapes with- 
outprubingend Cigging. It well if 
every-fa: mer in Georgia would invest $50 in a Jer- 
sey cow.

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THE BATTLE OF KETTLE CREKE. 


The Turning Point in the South of the Revo- 
lutionary War. 

The Washington Chronicle says that upon 
the field now owned by Mr. H. T. Slaton, in 
Wilkes county, through which Kettle creek 
passes, was fought one of the most momentous 
battles of the revolutionary war. The story 
of the battle, which is but little known, illus- 
trates the sturdy character of the early patriots 
who measured arms with the hostile British.4 ] 

MARCHING TO DEFEAT. 

Colcnel Boyd, in command of a British force 
at Ninety-Six in South Carolina, was ordered 
tomarch his command to Savannah. He de- 
cided to move across the country until he couid 
strike the old Ogeechee road, near the river of 
thatnamein Taliaferro county, and follow 
that :0ad to Savannah. Hisintention to march 
through Washington was frustrated at old Pe- 
tersburg. Eight American soldiers dug rifle pits 
at the ferry, and when Boyd’s army of about 
nine hundred men marched down the hill on 
the Carolina side of the Savannah river, bold- 
ly opened fireon them. These pickets kept up 
such a lively fire that the British commander 
supposed there must be a considerable b ody of 
troops ready to oppose his -passage, and he 
turned away from the river and marched up 
to Bowman’s ferry. At this point his com- 
mand crossed into Elbert county. Colonel 
Elijah Clark and Colonel Pickens, .of South 
Carolina, who commanded the nearest Ameri- 
can troops, took up the line of 
march to meet him, the troop; 
under their command consisting of the 
state forces of Georgia and South Carolina to 
the number of about six hundred, About the 
time Boyd reached Bullard’s ferry, on Broad 
river, Pickens and Clarke were on Fishing 
creek, and had struck camp not far from the 
old Heard mill, now owned by John L. Ander- 
son. Colonel Boyd sent out a number of 
scouts to hunt for the enemy, and these scouts 
came upon six men of Clarke’s army in the 
old mill, very busy grinding for the command. 
The British killedthree of the Americins, 
while the other three oscaped, one of them 
jumping out of the mill window, 
and holding on to a bag of _ buliets, 
which were then considered almost as valua- 
ble as gold. The army in camp a mile from 
the mill was alarmed by the firing, but the 
British scouts escaped before any detachment 
of Clarke’s army reached them. The three 
Americans were buried near the creek, and in 
1840 their skeletons were washed up bva 
freshet. All the country for miles rouud inet 
and reinterred their bones with great cere- 
mony on a hill near by. 

THE TERRIBLF ROUTE. 

When Colonel! Boyd, the British commander, 
learned from his scouts that the American 
army was lying on F.shing creek, he left the 
neighborhood of Bullard’s ferry, and crossin & 
Lopnyg’s creek near the mouth of Dry Fork, 
passed near where Sardis church and Center- 
ville now stand, on teward Kettle ereek,where 
he battle took place. The American forces 
were commanded by Clarke, and the officers 
under him were Dooly, Twiggs and Pickens. 
When Boyd broke camp, and took up his line 
of march to reach the Ogeechee road, and 
camped on a hill near Kettle creek known as 
War hil], he was entirely nnsuspicious of any 
danger near, so much so that his men were 
engaged in sports of various kinds, and many 
of them were skinning beeves for the use 
of the command. None of his men were ready 
for battle, and when Clarke’s men made a 
sudden and determined attack, Boyds army 
of Indians, tories and British regulars were 
routed at once, andthe battle was a mere 
slaughter. The defeat was complete, and of 
the force of nine hundred fff'n, not more than 
three hundred feund their way, in small 
squads, to the British’post in Augusta. The 
remaining six hundred were either killed or 
captured, and but little quarter 
was shown by the Americans, on 
account of the _ brutalities which 
had been practiced by the Indians and tories. 
Colonel] Boyd fell mortally wounded, and when 
the hattle was over requested an interview 
with Colonel Clarke. He desired Clarke to 
give him decent burial and forward his watch 
and papers, with an account of his death, to his 
family in England. This request was com- 
plied with, and his last hours made comforta- 
ble. It is believed that this battle was the 
turning point of the revolution ia the south. 


THE ROMANCE OFA LOT. 


How 1,500 Invested in Kansas City Made 
a Minister’s Fortune, 


rom the Kansas City Times. 

In Kansas City oftencr than in any other city- 
perhaps, instances occur of where large for, 
tunes have been made from real estate thought 
to be worthless. The most notable case, as well 
as the most romantic, is that of Rev. David 
Walk, a minister of the Christian sect, who, in 
1878 purchased five acres of ground for 41.590, 
which he sold Saturday to Messrs. J.S. Ford 
and H. PP. Jacques for 366,500. The property 
is located at Ninth and Olive streets, and at the 
time of acquiring it Mr. David Walk occupied 
the pulpit in one of the principal churches in 
Memphis. The circumstances leading to the 
purchase are interestingly related by Mr. Walk. 
‘*My health had been failing for some time,” 
said Mr. Walk, “and to recuperate it decided 
to take a trip through the west. Being, like 
most ministers, dependent on-my profession for 
a livelihood and conscious that the time would 
come when I should have to give up preaching, 
I also determined to look out for a place near 
some thriving city, where I could retire from 
the ministry and get my living. from the 
ground. The first places I visited ia Missouri 
were Carrolton, Springfield and Belton. At 
each the people of our church offered to give 
me a home if I would locate with them, and at 
Belton the church proposed to deed fifteen 
acres of ground to me and build a residence on 
it if J would accept the pastorate there. When 
I left home I had no idea of visiting Kansas 
City, but being so near it I decided to come 
here before accepting either of the proposi- 
tions. I accordingly did so and found the peo- 
ple desirous of having me take charge of a lit- 
tle church then being established. As I liked 
the looks of the town I accepted the charge 
and prepared to bring my family here. Driv- 
ing into the country with a friend one day to 
see if I could find a tract of land to my liking, 
[ came upon a cornfield, five acres of which 
were for sale. I bought the property the next 
day, and after thirteen months I moved to 
Cincinpati, where I took charge of the largest 
church in our denomination. Two years later 
I went to Indianapolis, and after four years to 
New Orleans, where Lam now pastor of a 
church. It was while at Indianapolis that I 
learned that my land was likely to make my 
fortune. I received several letters from capi- 
talists in Kansas City offering to take the 
property off my hands. The first offer, which 
was made three years ago, was of $6,000. A lit- 
tle while later somebody offered $10,000. And 
a year ago I received a letter offering me $35,- 
000 for the property. My reply was on a postal 
card and was to the effect that I had no desire 
to sel], and that I expected some day to turn 
my acres into a good garden. In a few days I 
received a pleasant note from the gentleman 
asking me what kind of vegetables I expected 
to — on ground worth $5,000 an acre? 

“You came to Kansas City then,did you not?” 

**Yes, I came beck for the firsttime since my 
departure in 1879, and was-not a little sur- 
prised to see a city on all sides of my whilom 
cornfield. I been here but a few days 
when I received an offer of $45,000, which 1 
refused. _The bids kept jumping up $5,000 at a 
time until a few weeks ago I received a half 
dozen of $60,000.

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The Sweet Potato. 

The value of this crop at the south asa cheap 
food for man and beast cannot be too highly 
extolled. No crop can be grown on the land 
that furnishes sucha quantity ot palatable, 
healthy, nutritious food as the sweet potato, 
and no crop is so easy of cultivation. Yielding 
ten to twenty times'as much per acre as corn, 
ihe price on an average will be in fuvor of the 
potato. The market is sometimes glutted and 


there is no sale forthem, but handled careful- 
and packed away in a house in dry sand 
keep trom one crop 
After the potato has 
matured, the vines can be cut and fed to hogs; 
sheep and cattle, and will be eacen greedily, 
thus making quite a help at that season of the 
year when pastures are dried and parched, and 
furnishing a change of tood for stock, which is 
so essential to their health and thriftiness. 
ihe various modes of prepiring the sweet po- 
tato for the table makes it a most valuable ar- 
ticle of focd, and no famiiy living in the coun- 
try can ailord to be without them. Inthe 
fail, afier the crop has been housed, the field 
affords one of the Mest runs _ for 
hogs imaginable, and keeps them in 
govd condition to be fattened off with corn be- 
fore killing..

and bed. Start drawers in a hot-bed made for 
the purpose. and when ready for transplanting 
open the beds as deep as possible with a six inch 
shovel, and set plants in the bottom of tbis fur- 
row abeut two feet apart. If transplanting is to 
he done when dry, dip the roots ina mixture 
Of clay, Cow manure and water, thickened to 
the consistency of batterinthe bottem of the 
furrow, where they will be protected some- 
what from the hot sun, and there will be very 
few that willdie. When drawers have com- 
menvced new growth hoc them, levelling the 
beds. Use sweep for first and second plowing. 
At the last plowing pull the vines on 
top of the bed, and throw the dirt 
to them. with a turn plow, then 
pull up the hed well witha hoe. The best soil 
for the swect potato is a deep sandy loam well 
enriched with stable manure. 

Following are some of the most popular va- 
lieties in cultivation described: 

Jersey Red—This is the earliost variety in 
cultivation, comipg on about two weeks in ad- 
vance of others. It is veryfprolific; of large 
size, with red peel, and white flesh, is dry and 
mealy when cooked, and is a favorite in north- 
cri markets, where a dry mealy petato is pre- 
fered. It keeps poorly. 

Hayti Yam—This is @ larze white potato 
with smooth peel, is very prolific aud mature3 
nextto Jersey red. It has been called the 
poor man’s, or poor land potato, and well de. 
servesthe name. It is a most desirable fam- 
iy potato, and embraces perhaps more good 
qualities than any other variety. It is the 
best of keepers, lasting often when packed in 
dry sand from one crop to another. 

l'lovida Providence—Is very much like 
Hayti yam, the only perceptible difference is 
its rough exterior. It is also an excellent 
keeper. # 

Golden Yam—This is without donbt the 
mestsuperior table potato, having a smooth 
ycilow pee], with golden colored flesh. It is 
prelific. of gcod size and shape, and keeps tol- 
erably well. 

Nancemond—This is a medium. size, verry 
projific potato, with a@ beautiful smooth yel- 
low peel, isdry and mealy when esoked. and 
much liked north. It keeps well. Its habit 
of growth is peculiar, the tubers growing in 
clusters, al] being attached to the main stem 
by rootlets, aud when taken up entire make a 
splendid show. 

Skinner Potato—-Has a white peel, flesh is 
cream color when cooked. It isa geod keeper, 
and ts 2 very good table potato. 

Georgia \am—This a perfectly white pota- 
to. Itisafine table variety, the flesh being 
very fine grained, and very sweet. It keeps 
well.
